TORONTO (CP) While 
reaction was generally favor- 
able to announcements Mon- 
day that Canada’s chartered 


banks will reduce interest 
rates paid on non-chequing 
accounts and charged on 
mortgages, there was little 
indication that many trust 
companies would follow ‘suit. 
Most major banks said they 
will cut their rate of interest 
paid on non-chequing accounts 
to six per cent from 6's. 
Interest charged’ on mort- 
gages will be reduced to 10 
per cent from 10%: and 


National Housing Act Mort- 
gages to 9% per cent from 
10%. 

E. H. Heeney, president of 


National, Trust Co. of Toronto; 
said that although no definite 


decision has been, made, his 
company probably will follow

S. Abies Makes’ Bid 


To End Arms Sale Ban 


LONDON (CP) — South 
Africa approached the new 
Conservative government to- 
day to end Britain’s six-year- 
old ban on the sale of arms to 
that republic. 

Dr. Hilgard Muller, South 
African foreign minister who 
is in London, requested an 
appointment with Foreign 
Secretary Sir Alec Douglas- 
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Home for an informal discus- 
sion of a whole range of 
issues between the two 
countries. 

A British _ foreign — office 
spokesman said a date for the 
meeting was being discussed 
with the South African em- 
bassy. 

Informants said Prime Min- 
ister Heath and Douglas- 
Home have assigned a low 
priority to South Africa al- 
though the government is 
committed by the Conserva- 
tive party’s electoral platform 
not only to. sell arms for 
external defence to South 
Africa’ but also to reactivate 
the Simonstown naval agree- 
ment with the republic. 

The Labor government, 
ousted in last week's surprise 
electoral victory by the Con- 
servatives, banned the sale of 
all arms to South Africa in 
1964 in line with a 1963

HE CANADIAN AND UNITED 

States governmental approaches 
to a remedy for inflation appear to 
be diverging as a result of thé latest 
statements by the two national 
leaders. President Nixon last week 
“said bluntly: “I will not take this 
nation down the road. of wage and 
price controls, however politically 
expedient they may seem.” But 
Prime Minister Trudeau, referring 
last—-weekend-—-to-the—-government’s 
guideline of six per cent maximum 
wage increases and their hoped-for 
adoption by at least some govern- 
mental and industrial employees, 
said: “We will make sure others do 
as we do by some-type of controls or 
give up the fight on inflation.” 

Mr. Nixon has also declared that 
“wage and price contrqls only 
postpone a day of reckoning .. .” 
and he has rejected any policy of 
“controls in disguise,” meaning ‘the 
kind of policy whereby government 
makes executive pronouncements to 
enforce ‘guidelines’ in an attempt to 
dictate specific prices and wages 
without the authority of law.” 

While he might add to that 
“nothing personal, Pierre,” it seems 
that the- two*@ountries ‘are 
destined from here on to follow 
different courses in an effort to 
reach the common objective of in- 
flation control.

Mr. Trudeau will not be without 


strong support from other sources, 
if indeed’ he plans to harden a 
voluntary program which so far has 
received some material encourage- 
ment from price setters and out- 
right rejection by labor.

Professor Galbraith admits that 
he is well aware of the objections to 
wage and price controls, having been 
the chief wage-and-price controller 
for the United States during the 
Second World War. Mr. Nixon, too, 
touched on them in his address: 
rationing, black marketing, total 
federal bureaucratic domination, 
among others. The great cost of 
widespread supervision, the oppor- 
tunities for the underworld in black 
marketing, and the very real 
possibility that. bureaucracy_would 
greatly extend — and perhaps make 
permanent, as Professor Galbraith 
suggests — its dictatorial powers: 
these are effects which demand 
very careful consideration. They 
cannot be lightly dismissed as 
necessary to eradicate a greater evil 
— they could themselves become 
permanent accompaniments of a 
control system. 

Mr. Trudeau has been on sound 
ground in trying to rally the 
country to support voluntary 
restraints.

A Nationalism Luxuriantly Greene 


OE GREENE, the minister of energy, 

mines and resources, has had an- 

ather go, before the Canadian Club 
at Ottawa, at his.celebrated exposition of 
Canadian nationalism. This, as many will 
recall, had its worid 
premier last month 
in Denver, Coloradg. 
Time, reflection and 
some judicious  re- 
working with ap 
proved ~ detergents 
have had remarkably 
wholesome effects. 
The Denver thesis, as 
rapidly summarized 
for so discriminating 
an audience comes 
through whiter than white. 

It is the virtue of condensation that 
the more one discards non-essentials 
(such as air-wave jamming, Vietnam, 
Cambodia, the disappearance of the 
American dream and other distractions) 
the more lucid does the message 
become. Denver, plainly, could stand a 
great deal of condensation and Mr. 
Greene” is to be applauded for the 
thoroughness of the job. 

Whatever anyone may have detected 
in the original Colorado production, the 
Chateau Laurier version of “positive and 
vibrant Canadian nationalism’’ is com- 
mendably free of anti-American taint. 

The introduction is somewhat baffling 
since the minister beginning rather 
abruptly observes: ‘The startling thing 
is the incredulity of the critics that there 
can be, in this age, a road which leads to 
Damascus.”

Road to Damascus 


Leaving aside the norma! turpitude of 
critics, which is self-evident to persons in 
politics, what does this mean? There 
was, as everyone knows, a famous 
conversion.on the Damascus Road. It is 
a natural assumption that Mr. Greene 
was converted but where? Did he speak 
as a convert in Denver or, more happily 
in Ottawa after recent and profound 
meditations? 

In fact such questions are misplaced 
The minister gets back to this theme in 
his last paragraph in which we learn that 
not he but the Canadian people have 
been converted. They have now found 
“the national will and spirit to build this 
unique Canada. It is they who have 
found their road to Damascus.” 

And Mr. Greene is happy to be there 
with them. 

But this again is puzzling sincé much 
of the intervening oratory is in praise of 
famous men and our stalwart ancestors 
who, down through the years, have stood 


for positive nationalism even at eco 
nomic cost. 
The, fact is, however, that Mr. Greene 


is an old-fashioned political orator; one 
of the last to grace the Canadian scene. 
On a good day, especially when having 
patriotic visions, he has few peers. Like 
many of his predecessors, he uses a wide 
brush; we ought not to wail too much if 
some of the cascading thoughts are a bit 
fuzzy around the edges. 


Pace ot Nationhood 


One or two éxamples may illustrate 
the difficulty. According. to Mr. Greene, 
in Ottawa: ‘“‘We have not perhaps 
discerned, as I had_not discerned until I 
recently stepped back. to take a longer 
look, that the pace of: nationhood has 
appreciably stepped up in current years. 
Let us check the’ recent record and a 
partial list of important_ blocks in the 


—edifice —ot nationalism.” 


The list includes, not surprisingly, our 
own flag, positive policies in the north, 
the extension of our territorial seas, the 
100-mile pollution zone to preserve the 
ecology of the Arctic. But the more the 
minister warms to his work, the odder 
appear some of his exhibits. The_final 
one is coming of a Canada 
Development Corporation to permit 
Canadians to participate more effectively 
in the economic growth areas of ‘the 
future.”’ 

This is curious. The CDC has had 
various incarnations but still exists. only 
in the mind of the government. Even if 
it will do what Mr. Greene thinks it will 
do, which is mere surmise, how can

Another block, astonishingly, is ‘‘a 
complete review of foreign policy, 
directed to the objective of an up-to-date 
and completely Canadian role in world 
affairs.’"” Since we have had previous 
reviews dipected to the same. purpose 
and we have still to learn what this one 
entails, it is not clear how it can have 
such invigorating effects on the pace of 
our nationhood. 

Mr. Greene also cites “‘our altered 
role in NATO, an independent Canadian 
decision.” But, as it bappens, Canadian 
leaders, Mr. St. Laurent and Mr. 
Pearson, were among the earliest 
advocates of NATO and important 
contributors to it. We went in as the 
result of ‘‘an independent Canadian 
decision."’ Now, in a fashion so mysteri- 
ous that only the goverment understands 
it, we become more robustly nationalist 
by moving half-way out as a result of a 
similar decision. 

What of “our communication with the 
people’s republic of China in an attempt 
to achieve a satisfactory basis of

It certainly displays our 


“patience,” as Mr. Sharp has empha- 
sized, but if communication builds moral 
fibre, we should perhaps caution the 
Chinese against an early decision which 
would terminate the -process and cause 
us to slump back into the lethargy of 
other years.

Even leaders known to 
favor a short, sharp war in 
the South, fought with modern 
arms and big battalions, have 
meanwhile come out in favor 
of a long, low-pressure 
struggle in which the Viet- 
namese must make more use 
of simple weapons, must rely 
more on their own efforts, 
and must economize in the 
use of manpower. 

For this reason cadres in 
the North talk of a i0year 
war, but in Saigon and 
Washington their talk is often 
read as an admission that the 
Communists now know that 
they.cannot crack South Viet- 
nam with one, sudden violent 
blow like the Tet offensive of 
1968. 

According to Saigon, more 
than 150,000 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese troops 
were killed in 1969 alone, and

To judge by the Communist 
Press and radio ard the 
speeches of North Vietnamese 
Ministers, Hanoi is plagued 
by economic bottlenecks and 
listless labor. The newspapers 
have repeatedly attacked 
those whose slogan seems to

leave", factory shifts that

hours”’. 


The Deputy Prime Minister 
has ‘heretically advocated 
“contract and  piece-work 
payment systems”’ in order to 
give the rice-winner some 
material incentive.

“‘Winter-Spring crop produc- 
tion is in a critical state .

The masses have been told 
to be “vigilant against hooli- 
garts and “counter-reyolution- 
aries’, and the government 
to fight corruption, ‘‘oppose 
illegal free marketing, pre- 
vent hoarding and smug- 
ling,” severely punish “‘crimi- 
nal elements who steal goods 


and carry out acts of 
sabotage.” 
More to Feed 


For every six mouths to 
feed in 1964, there are now 
seven, but the grain output is 
much the same..

LONDON — The more that 
and television have 
advanced in, technique, the 
triore“ bréaacasting fas’ de=* 
clined in intellectual quality 
and rational content. 

This melancholy thesis is 
not that of a television enemy 
but instead of one of its most 
serious and competent British 
practitioners, Robin Day. An 
Oxford graduate and a mem- 
ber of the bar, he has had a 
distinguished career over 15 


years as newscaster and 
political reporter, and - now 
introduces ‘‘Panorama,” the 


BBC's leading public affairs 
program. 


His conclusions, melancholy 
or worse, appear in Encoun- 
ter magazine under the head- 
ing: “Troubled Reflections of 
a TV Journalist.” 


His— thesis is that the 
inherent limitations of the 
medium make it not only a 
powerful means of communi- 
cations but also a crude one, 
“which tends to strike at. the 


emotions rather than'_ the 
intellect.’ 

For television journalism, 
he continues, “this means a 
dangerous and_ increasing 
concentration on action 


(usually violent and bloody) 
rather than thought, on hap- 
penings rather than issues, on 
shock rather than explana- 


tion, on personalities rather 
than ideas." 
Day points out that early 


man first began to communi- 
cate with pictures and visible 
gestures, only later with the 
spoken word and, 500 years 
ago, with the printed word 
Now, with electronic com- 
munications, there seems to 
be a full circle turning of 
human communications back 
to its primitive origins 
from the printed word back- 
ward to the spoken word of 
radio, then to the pictures of 
television 


Broadcasting in sound or 
vision will not, I think, prove 
to have contributed to the 
advancement of ideas or the 
education of man as much as 
the printed word,” Day 
writes. Television has proved 
a less serious, less intelligent 
medium than radio. Color 
television, by emphasizing the 
image even more vividly than 
monochrome, takes the back- 


ward process a stage further. 

The inherent limitations and 
the practical imperatives. of 
‘TV mea ‘that it can cover a 
riot, a war and -a revolution 
more vividly than any news- 
paper, but it tends to give 
much less impressive treat- 
ment to the reasons behind 
those ‘events. 


The only way in which the 
deficiency can be made up is 
by having. people discuss the 
events on the tube, but this is 
alien to its method, as 
evidenced by the contemp- 
tuous term’ TV professionals 
give to discussion program 


participants: “Talking 
heads”. 
Yet, “‘the most vivid ple- 


ture can distort the reality it 
appears to- show “unless ~it—is 
combined with enquiry or 
explanation’ but too often the 
issues are presented solely in 
the terms of their immedi- 
ately visible results: 

'. Echoing a profoundly im- 
portant question first raised 
by The Economist magazine, 
Day wonders “whether in the 
future a democracy which has 
uncensored television in every 
home will ever be able to 
fight a war, however just. 
When people are horrified by 
the sight of bloodshed and 
mutilation they are not easily 
convinced that a cause may 
be at stake." 

The consequence, it may 
be, is that television will breed 
pacifism (in the democracies, 
where the evidence of their 
own military action can be 
seen). But, paradoxically, 
television "May also be the 
incubator of violent 
tion.’

have any original or novel 
solutions to. propose. He 
appeals, essentially, for integ- 
rity and intelligence and 
responsibility on the part of 
the medium's proprietors and 
that the events portrayed be 
subject to ‘questioning ofa 
critical and. challenging 
nature,’’ no matter how many 
“talking heads" programs 
that process entails 

Above all, he argues, let 
television not. become ‘‘simply 
a gigantic image machine 
with one knob marked 
‘shock’ and the other marked

In today’s paper, some thought should be given to Dave 
Hill, who may or amay not have quite as’ many friends as the 25- 
year-old Englishman who beat him out for one of the most 
prestigious prizes of thent-all. 

Dave Hill is being made out to be an ogre. As one who has 
to cheat like the dickens to break 100, I'd like to defend Hill, 
who doesn’t have to cheat“to break 70. ; 


The rap against Hill is that he refuses to be a hypocrite. 
He says things, apparently when they should be said, and some 
people believe this to be a sin akin to child-beating. 

No. 2 at the halfway point, Hill said the Hazeltine course in 
Chaska, Minn., “needed only 88 acres of corn and some cows to 
make ‘it perfect farmland.”’ 

“Just because they cut the grass and put up flags doesn't 
mean you have a golf course,"’ he added. 

Hill did not graduate from any accredited school of 
diplomacy. Still, there was nothing wrong with most of what he 
said.

HOME GARDEN 


| Garden Is Where You Make It 


“ 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


Just as your home is where you make it, so is your 
garden. During a life.span your home may have varied from 
a rambling old family home, through the’ one-room apartment 
cycle into ‘a suburban acreage, and now to a 
new concept of living in the latest type of - 
country home—the so-called mobile home, 
the dream of the near future 

The love of growing plants has been 
developed in all these home environments, 
for the. apartment was merely a conveni- 
ence while planning ahead to the suburban 
dream. co 

Soon with the captivating- luxury and 
simplicity of a home one might classify as 
prefab, capable of being permanently 
erectéd'on a foundation in a few days, a 
new. type of gardening will be possible. 

One’ of the most appealing-features can well be the small 
number of plants required, this resulting in a minimum of 
regular care in maintenance. 8 

Large tub_or barrel.containers-are a wonderful way to 
start a planting for this project with its essential differences 

to a conventional house and lot. 

By using large containers, the plants can be started 


ahead of actual needs and they can be moved around on the 
site until what seems to be the ideal positions are found. 

A group of three Austrian pines in just the right-spot will 
give welcome shade if started as six-foot trees, each in its 
tub. 

A similar group of three birches would add dappled 
movement to an almost windless day, yet be of interest 
during winter too. 

The trees can later be planted permanently, or replaced 
with something different in five years or so for a change of 
scenery. 

Sheets of plastic beneath sand will keep grass and other 
unwanted plants from coming’ through, topping it with 
random-sized stones in areas not wanted for walks. , 

Flat patio or sidewalk slabs set into a half-inch bed of 
coarse sand is a quick way to make a smooth walk. Fill-in 
between with a dry sand and cement mixture, and let the 

, rain or a sprinkler supply the moisture for setting. 

Today we can make instant patio areas to use within a 
few days of starting the project, complete with temporary 
shade from corrugated plastic panels, wood panels, or 
concrete blocks. 

Trees and shrubs planted now will increase in beauty as 
the years go. The care they. need will satisfy the gardening 
urge without the constant attention required by a garden 
conventional by the standards of the past era.

Wilfrid Laurier Fire French PMs

The long Conservative reign served that long continuously. 179)—Spanish explorer

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Wilfrid Laurier F

Until June 23, 1896, Canada 
had been governed by the 
Conservative party with the 
exception of the years 1874. 
1878 when Alexander Mac- 
kenzie and the Liberals were 
in power, Now the revitalized 
Liberals were led: by 55-year- 
old Wilfrid Laurier, who be- 
eame Canda’s first French- 
speaking Prime Minister. 
Bruce Hutchison in “Mr. 
Prime Minister’ says that 
Laurier. outranked all who 
came before or after him in 
intellect and learning. Cer- 
tainly he had a charisma very 
much like that-_of Prime 
Minister Trudeau today. 


The long Conservative reign 
was ended by a dispute over 
separate schools in Manitoba 
which involved federal and 
provincial’ governments and 
was sustained or rejected by 
the highest courts and the 
Privy Council. The contro- 
versy led to the resignation of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie 
Bowell. Father of Confedera- 
tion Sir Charles Tupper 
rushed back from Britain to 
try to save the party in the 
general election, but the 
Liberals won a clear majority 
in parliament of 23 seats. 

Laurier remained as prime 
minister for 15-years,-and no 
other prime minister has

Four people are in hospital with a salmonella 
infection that struck about 60 guests at a school 
reunion 10 days ago. 

A number of other victims are in bed at home 
and still “quite ill,” Greater Victoria’s senior 
medical health officer said today. 

Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread said he has issued 
orders barring about 30 of the staff at the Empress 
Hotel from Sanne food or drink until laboratory 
tests on three stool_samples_from_each employee 
proves they are not carrying the hard-hitting 
infection. 

About ‘half of the 120° people attending the 
Diamond Jubilee ball of St. Michael’s School at the 
Empress June 13 suffered vomiting, severe cramps 
and headaches. 


* * * 


Whitbread said there are about 300 types of 
salmonella virus of which seven or eight produce 
quite a serious disease. Source of the problem at 
the reunion has been now identified as salmonella 
enteritidis, one of those which produce severe 
complaints. 

Of the four—people now in-hospital, two are 
men and two women and all are confined at St. 
Joseph’s. The condition of the two women and one 
of the men today was described a8 good. The other 
man’s condition is “fairly good.” 

A doctor treating one of the four told the 
Times today that preliminary reports indicate ‘the 
organism is sensitive to several antibiotics.

Israeli Raiders 


Shell Army Base

Israeli commandos crossed into Egypt Monday 
night to shell an army base 80 miles southeast of: 
Cairo. An Israeli spokesman said all the raiders 
returned safely, but Egypt said 20 were killed or 


injured. 


The Israeli spokesman said 
the raiders attacked barracks 
and warehouses near Bir 
Araiuida, 46 miles west of the
